Minn. — One of the things tele­ 
v ision commercials hav e giv en 
America is a first-hand look at 
charming, ou t-of-the-way p laces 
ji like International Falls, Minn. 
The name 
reminds 
y ou 
of 
something, right? Like a falling 
j j icicle,' may be? That’s becau se 
the p eop le who shoot TV ads 
will go to alm ost any lengths, 
inclu ding distance, to giv e their 
sp iel an au thentic flav or. 
So, while Bonnev ille Salt Flats 
attracts tire testers and Death 
Valley w arm s to air condition­ 
ers, International Falls is that 
great p rov ing grou nd for any ­ 
thing y ou ’v e got to p u t on ice. 
It is — y ou m u st know — the 
coldest city in the United States. 
Snow stay s here from Nov em­ 
b er to May while tem p eratu res 
hibernate in the bottom of ther­ 
m om eter bu lbs. The record low 
is 49 degrees below zero, bu t 
u su ally the tem p eratu re is only 
30 or 35 below. 
Co ld jo kes flo w fa ster 
than a n­ 
tifreeze: “ There’s o nly o ne wa y 
to sta rt a ca r a fter a 4 0 -belo w 
nig ht,” sa y s the ma n. “ Triple 
A .” 
In mo st U.S. cities, mo thers 
wa rn children to sta y o ut o f the 
sun. In Interna tio na l Fa lls, kids 


are told not to go arou nd tou ch­ 
ing their tongu es to m etal bars 
becau se, u p here on the Cana­ 
dian border, tongu es freeze and 
stick to metal bars. “ Iss nawt 
honny ,” said one v ictim. 


THE ONSLAUGHT continu es. 
TV admen with their au to bat­ 
teries and snow tires and q u ick- 
starting gasolines keep coming. 
The other day , the Camp bell 
Sou p p eop le brou ght in a whole 
tru ck load of tomato sou p to 
“ warm u p ” International Falls 
du ring a snowmobile ra ce. 
May or H. E. Bannen was not 
warmed. All this chilling p u b­ 
licity abou t his city and its bot- 
tomed-ou t therm om eter leav es 
him cold. 


“Frankly , he said, “ we really 
don’t care for that ty p e of ad­ 
v ertising up here. We feel it 
discou rages p eop le from com­ 
ing here to hu nt and fish —and 
m any of u s dep end on that kind 
of bu siness.” 
May or Bannen, a dentist, feels 
International Falls is not de­ 
serv ing of its rep u tation as the 
ice box of the nation.

A bill was introdu ced into the 
U.S. Senate the other day to 
create a National Cancer Au ­ 
thority to coordinate a billion- 
iollar-a-y ear war on this dis­ 
ease. Ev en if the search for a 
cu re, or cu res, for cancer took 
10 or 20 y ears, it wou ld be a 
cheap p u rchase for the nation. 
Yet 
while 
cancer 
cau sed 
329.000 deaths last 
y ear, 
the 
au '.omobile remains the No. I 
killer of Americans from age 
one throu gh 37. And ironically , 
the nation has already inv ested 
$1 billion, and annu ally inv ests 
another q u arter of a billion, for 
one “cu re” to traffic deaths that 
cou ld sav e the liv es of as many 
as 25 .000 p ersons a y ear and 
p rev ent half a million seriou s 
inju ries — seat belts. 
The figu res come from the 
Highway Safety Fou ndation, 
a 
p riv ate, nonp rofit organization 
headq u artered 
in 
Mansfield, 
Ohio, which ba« es its claim on 
its inv estigation of 4,5 71 acci­ 
dents. 
The 
fou ndation 
discov ered 
that the chances of an u nre­ 
strained p erson being killed in 
an accident were fou r times as 
great as for occu p ants wearing 
belts. For front seat p asseng­ 
ers, chances of death were more 
than fiv e times as great. 
Unfortu nately , it also discov ­ 
ered that only 31 p er cent of 
v ehicle occu p ants were wearing 
their belts when inv olv ed in an 
accident. Use of shou lder har­ 
nesses was almost nonex istent. 


THE FOUNDATION goes fu r­ 
ther. It 
claims 
that, 
besides 
making the u se of seat belts 
m andatory , 
if other accident 
p rev ention and safety reforms 
were institu ted, the annu al traf­ 
fic toll cou ld be slashed from 
its cu rrent lev el of more than 
5 5 .000 deaths a y ear to 10,000, 
or ev en less. 
The little-known Highway Saf­ 
ety Fou ndation is the ou tgrowth 
of one m an’s abiding concern 
wi:h this p henomenon that has 
taken the liv es of more Ameri­ 
cans than all the wars the na­ 
tion has fou ght. 
What really cau ses au tomo­ 
bile accidents0 Why don’t we 
inv estigate and anly ze them the 
way we do airp lane crashes? 
Why do we tolerate the slau ght­ 
er and what can and shou ld be 
done to stop it? 
Becau se no one cou ld answer 
his q u estions. Clev eland bu si­ 
nessman Richard D. Way m an 
established the fou ndation 
in 
1960. largely with his own mon­ 
ey . Since 1967, the fou ndation 
has been a p ioneer in the de­ 
v elop ment of the in-dep th acci­ 
dent inv estigation p rocess. 
Fou ndation teams delv e deep ­ 
ly into the circu mstances su r­ 
rou nding each accident they in­ 
v estigate. 
Each 
element—hu ­ 
man. mechanical and env iron­ 
mental 
— 
is 
sy stem atically 
p robed, as are the historical de­ 
v elop ments leading u p to the 
accident, as well as the ensu ­ 
ing rescu e and salv age. 


ONE SIGNIFICANT finding is 
that v ehicle defects or mechani­ 
cal failu res are inv olv ed in oniy 
abou t 1 p er cent of accidents. 
By fa r the most impo rta nt 
factors are inM enoate driv er 


p rev enting necessary legislation 
from being p assed by the “lam e 
du ck” session of the 91st Con­ 
gress. There is not mu ch p ros­ 
p ect that 
the 
new Congress, 
which begins in Janu ary , will 
be able to do any better toward 
a p romp t 
disp osition 
of the 
m any p ressing m easu res. 
President Nix on is so disap ­ 
p ointed by the failu re of the 
Senate to act on increases in 
social secu rity benefits that he 
has annou nced he will resu bmit 


the m easu re to the nex t Con­ 
gress and will p rop ose that the 
rises be retroactiv e to Jan. 1, 
1971. He ex p resses 
the hop e 
that no social secu rity recip ient 
will be harm ed by the senate’s 
failu re to p ass this bill. 


. MR. NIXON HAS been u rg­ 
ing Congress to deal not only 
with social secu rity , bu t with 
other v ita! bills, su ch as wel­ 
fare reforms, ap p rop riation hills 
and the 
su p ersonic 
transp ort 


p lan. He feels that there shou ld 
be p lenty of time to do w hat’s 
necessary before the cu rrent 
congress ex p ires on Jan. 3. If 
the Senate is u nwilling to adop t 
these measu res, howev er, he is 
going to resu bmit them all when 
the new 
session 
of Congress 
starts. 
The 92nd Congress is du e to 
conv ene on Jan. 21, bu t there 
has been talk that the President 
might call it into session on 
Jan. 3 in order to accelerate 
action. 
The food-stamp p rogram, for 
ins ance, 
was deadlocked 
for 
som e time. It allows for food 
to be bou ght at discou nt p rices 
bv 8 ,8 million p oor Americans. 
T ’ p rogram p rov ides that re- 
c v ients may p u rchase a sp eci- 
f d amou nt of food stam p s. 
These are then cashed in for 
groceries worth more than the 
s'am p s cost. Thu s, a family of 
fou r with a monthly income of 
200 dollars can p ay 60 dollars 
for stamp s worth 106 dollars in 
groceries. The Federal gov ern­ 
ment makes u p the difference. 


INVOLVED 
IN THE stale- 
m ate was a p rov ision that re­ 
q u ires all adu lts — ex cep t moth- 
e^s of y ou ng children and stu ­ 
dents in a food-stamp family — 
to accep t work or forfeit the 
f. milv ’s entire stamp allotment. 
There is still a chance that the 
whole p lan will be rejected. 
Also, the President is com- 
p l lining becau se Congress did 
not accep t his p lan to eliminate 
a sp ecial milk p rogram costing 
104 million dollars, which p ro­ 
v ides cu t-rate milk for school 
children regardless of their fam ­ 
ily income. He insists the gov ­ 
ernm ent 
shou ld 
su p p ort 
food 
p rogram s that concentrate 
on 
help ing the needy 
instead 
of 
su bsidizing the rich and p oor 
alike. While he considered v eto­ 
ing the bill, he decided to sign 
it 
becau se 
there 
isn’t 
tim e 
enou gh in the p resent session 
to p ass a better measu re. 
Can it be ex p ected, thou gh, 
that the incoming Congress will 
do any better than its p receces- 
sor? 
The p rimary trou ble is in the 
conference 
committees. 
The 
general p u blic knows v ery little 
abou t the negotiations that go 
on between the Senate and the 
Hou se conference grou p s. Al­ 
thou gh 
measu res 
may 
hav e 
p assed both hou ses, there are 
often differences in them which 
hav e to be reconciled so as to 
p rep are one bill that each hou se 
can accep t. It is v ery easy , 
therefore, for indiv idu al sena­ 
tors who hav e ax es to grind 
and who want to block legisla­ 
tion to demand certain changes 
and hold u p comp romises. 


PLENTY OF influ ence Is ex ­ 
erted by indiv idu als who are 
chairm en of committees or who 
are leaders of other committees 
which handle imp ortant legisla­ 
tion. So when the time comes 
for negotiating a settlement in 
a conference committee, it often 
takes a long while for an agree­ 
m ent to be worked ou t. Also, 
what may be accep table to a 
m ajority in Congress isn't al- 
way s satisfactory to the Presi­ 
dent. 
The general p u blic, of cou rse, 
knows v ery little abou t the de­ 
tails of what goes on in con­ 
gressional negotiations. At the 
moment, many v ital p ieces of 
legislation are being delay ed. 
Thu s, it is p ossible that an ear­ 
ly session of the nex t Congress 
will be called to secu re p assage 
of essential measu res that the 
President feels shou ld be acted 
u p on at once. The whole situ a­ 
tion hardly reflects an orderly 
p rocess of gov ernment.

say s Dr. Philip Bu rgess of Ohio 
State, 
who 
is m aking regu lar 
stu dies of w hat stu dents 
are 
thinking. 
The am bitiou s program began 
following last spring’s stu dent 
disorders when adm inistrators, 
facu lty , legislators and general 
pu blic all had ideas abou t stu ­ 
dents bu t nothing m u ch to base 
them on ex cept the som etim es 
distu rbing activ ities of the ac­ 
tiv ists. 
To find ou t accu rately what 
stu dents are thinking, Bu rgess, 
head of the u niv ersity ’s behav ­ 
ioral 
science 
laboratory , 
and 
R ichard H ofstetter, head of the 
political science departm ent, po- 
iim etrics laboratory , set ou t to 
regu larly poll and analy ze stu ­ 
dent opinion. 


BURGESS SAYS this opera­ 
tion is the only one of its kind 
in the cou ntry . 
The two associate professors 
are old hands in stu dy ing pu b­ 
lic opinion. From their labora­ 
tory with its com pu ters bu ilt 
u nder the stands of the football 
stadiu m , 
they 
hav e 
sam pled 
pu blic opinion in m any areas 
and their polls in political cam ­ 
paigns hav e been on the bu tton. 
In a nu tshell, they find stu ­ 
dents thinking pretty m u ch es­ 


tablishm ent. 


“ Stu dents are v ery m u ch con­ 
cerned with problem s of socie­ 
ty and they are deeply com m it­ 
ted to ou r basic institu tions,” 
Bu rgess said. 


“ W hat we are seeing now is 
that the sm all m inority of ac­ 
tiv ists which dom inated the TV 
screens for a cou ple y ears are 
no longer being paid any atten­ 
tion to,” he said. 


IT IS IMPORTANT, Bu rgess 
say s, to distingu ish betw een life 
sty les and m ethod of dress and 
w hat the stu dents hav e on their 
minds.

“ They 
don’t realize 
that 
ju st 
becau se 
somebody 
dresses or liv es differently that 
he can hav e the sam e tradition­ 
al v alu es society has.

HIS POLLS throw cold w ater 
on the idea stu dents see u niv er-:

“ The stu dents here w ant an 
edu cation,” he said. “ The polls 
show they 
see 
edu cation 
as 
their prim ary reason for being 
in school. 


“ Ninety - nine point one per 
cent of the stu dents ra te q u ality 
of instru ction at the top of the 


list of w hat they consider im ­ 
portant.” 


Ohio State stu dents he fou nd 
are least satisfied with fees and 
tu ition, u niv ersity decision m ak­ 
ing policy 
and 
their 
stu dent 
gov ernm ent. 


The m ajority is satisfied w ith 
the social life, the q u ality of 
cou rses instru ction, intellectu al 
stim u lation, liv ing accom m oda­ 
tions and the general clim ate of 
stu dent opinion on cam pu s. 


THAT THEY are not neces­ 
sarily determ ined to hav e a big 
part in 
u niv ersity 
affairs 
is 
shown by the fact that while 76 
per cent feel stu dents shou ld 
hav e the right to be on u niv er­ 
sity com m ittees only 8 per cent 
is willing to spend their own 
tim e in su ch activ ities. 


“ There is a v ery sm all m i­ 
nority 
of activ ists,

Walter E. Wilber and 
Robert J. Schweitzer were inter­ 
viewed in the program broad­ 
cast on short notice with sched­ 
uled programs delayed for more 
than a quarter hour. 
As the lights of a Christmas 


.ree blinked in the background 
the two men spoke, almost cas­ 
ually of three meals a day, ex­ 
ercise periods, books to read, 
movies to see, trips to churches 
and museums in Hanoi.

Rejects Physician Training M easure 


Nixon I nks Population Control Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon has returned from 
his chilly, snow-covered moun­ 
tain retreat where he spent the 
weekend working on foreign pol­ 
icy, the new budget and the 1971 
legislative program. 
But the weekend’s labor also 
dealt with Congress’ work this 
year; he signed a population 
control bill but rejected a meas­ 
ure designed to ease the family 
doctor shortage. 
The White House said Nixon 
refused to sign the physician 
training bill and considered it a 
pocket veto because Congress 


was “ adjourned” for the Christ-1 
mas holidays when he acted. 
But Sen. Ralph YarboroughJ 
D-Tex., chief sponsor of the $225! 
million measure, said his staff 
is studying the action to see if 
Congress has a right to vote on 
the veto. 
When Congress is in session, 
the President can only veto a 
bill by sending it back to Con­ 
gress. 
But 
when 
Congress 
stands adjourned, the bill is 
pocket vetoed when it is simply 
held 10 days beyond the date for 
required executive action with­ 
out the president’s signature. 


Congress was in Christmas re­ 
cess when the 10-day period 
ended. 
In other action over the holi­ 
day weekend, the chief execu­ 
tive wrote letters of encourage­ 
ment to families of American 
prisoners of war in Southeast 
Asia and the White House an­ 
nounced U.S. forces in Vietnam 
hope to phase out use of all her­ 
bicides by next spring. 
Adequate 
family 
planning 
services, said Nixon, should be 
available within the next five 
years “ for all those who want 
them but cannot afford them.” 


The measure authorizes $302 
million to be distributed to pub­ 
lic and private nonprofit organi­ 
zations to advise persons onj 
family planning and issue birth 
control devices. The money, 
which must be provided in sep­ 
arate 
legislation, 
cannot 
be 
spent for abortions. 
The measure also creates an 
Office of Population Affairs and 
completes the legislation pro­ 
gram on population Nixon had 
requested. 
The President said the family 
doctor bill he rejected was the 
wrong approach and would have 
added yet another program to 
the government’s list of efforts 
to tackle health problems. 
The bill would have channeled 
special grants over three years 
to hospitals and medical schools 
to train family doctors.

And, unless there is a crisis to 
upset the balance o f the m ar­ 
riage, it is likely to endure. 
In perhaps half o f all divo rce 
cases in this age gro up, o ne 
o artner’s unimpro ved o r aggra­ 
vated 
drinking 
pro blem 
is 
amo ng the crises which upsets 
the marriage balance, acco rd­ 
ing to Schilling. 
“ I've heard bo th 
men 
and 
wo men say , ‘I'd stay if I tho ught 
I co uld help him o r her,”’ said 
Schilling. Fo r these peo ple, de­ 
ciding to seek a divo rce means 
“giving up any ho pe o f any 
change in y o ur partner o r y o ur­ 
self,” he said. 


CRISES FOR OTHER co uples 
might co me when an o lder par­ 
ent mo ves in, o r when a child 
o f co ntentio n and o ne partner 
tells the o ther, “It’s all y o ur 
fault she’s that way .” 
Other crises are spurred by 
the advice o f a friend o r that o f 
a child — and, so metimes, by 
dramatic changes 
that 
co me 
with the advent o f middle age. 
“There are gladular changes, 
changes in perso nality , which 
peo ple do n’t understand, just as 
in 
ado lescence,” said Erlen. 
“There can be feelings o f re­ 
vo lt. desires fo r new ex perienc­ 
es, desires to live fully befo re 
y o u die.” 
A wife's vague disco ntent can 
fo cus o n her husband, o n her 
marriage. 
Or baffling, unex ­ 
plained changes in a man’s be­ 
havio r can puzzle and anger his 
wife. 
No t the least o f these co m­ 
plicatio ns are vo catio nal crises. 
Often at 45, “a perso n’s career 
will take a turn fo r the better 
o r fo r the wo rse, — o r perhaps 
finally simply level o ff,” o b­ 
served Schilling. 


“ NOT GIVING eno ugh to the 
family o f y o urself” is a co m­ 
mo n failing o f men in this age 
gro up who beco me tremendo us­ 
ly invo lved in their careers, he 
said. 
On the o ne hand vo catio nal 
failure can bring unsettling fi­ 
nancial pro blems: and a feeiing 
o f faiiure which can cast shad­ 
o ws upo n the who le marriage. 


On the o ther hand success also 
brings pro blems. 
“So me co uples can 
stand 
dro ught better than they can 
pro sperity ,” 
said 
James A. 
Hubbs, a Lo uisville divo rce at­ 
to rney fo r 22 y ears. 
Given mo re leisure time and 
mo re mo ney , ex tra-marital af­ 
fairs beco me po ssible, Hubbs 
said. 
Ho wever, 
altho ugh

prevalence o f ex tra-marital af­ 
fairs amo ng bo th men and wo m­ 
en o ver 45, they emphasize that 
such liaiso ns play a greater 
part in divo rce amo ng peo ple 
ten o r 15 y ears y o unger. 
If a husband faces vo catio nal 
crises, a wife who has been a 
career mo ther faces a similar 
pro blem. 


THE CHILDREN raised, she 
is suddenly liberated fro m her 
full-time ro le o f mo ther and, 
perhaps, 
ho usewife, 
suddenly 
free to ex tend her ho rizo ns be­ 
y o nd the ho me fro nt. 
If she fails to develo p new 
interests and invo lvements, she 
may be in fo r y ears o f bo re­ 
do m, co nfusio n and dissatisfac­ 
tio n. 
If she decides to strike o ut 
with a new career o f her o wn, 
to return to wo rk o r to scho o l, 
it may be mo re than so me hus­ 
bands can take. 
“No matter ho w o ld the man 
beco mes, he wants to be the pro ­ 
vider, the numero uno . He feels 
the wo man who wo rks is the 
wife o f a failure,’’ said Philip 
Katz, a marriage co unselo r fo r 
24 y ears. 
Finally , 
the 
phy sio lo gical 
changes that co me with middle 
age can be upsetting to a mar­ 
riage. A partner’s sudden in­ 
stability o r emo tio nalism can 
demand mo re patience and un­ 
derstanding tiian ever befo re.
